1. Introductory 


Though these Institutions had adopted the basic format of 
accounts as directed by the University from the year 1986-87 
yet there was no uniformity in the accounts heads for 
Receipts and Payments and Income and Expenditure Accounts 
etc. Even the supporting schedules to the Accounts were 
not on uniform pattern. The above irregularity persisted 
inspite of the fact that the University had assured in April 
1988 that the annual accounts of Maintained Institutions for 
the year 1986-87 would be compiled as per pattern prescribed 
by the University. 

In the case of (1) Miranda House (2) Ram Lai Anand 
College (3) University College of Medical Sciences (4) 
Kirori Mai College and (5) V. P. Chest Institute (Plan) 
separate Receipts and payments accounts of transactions 
relating to Students Accounts, Scholarship Accounts, Hostel 
Accounts and Plan grants etc. were prepared, Instead of 
preparing one consolidated Accounts inclusive of these 
transactions, as was done by the other Institutions. Thus 
there was no uniformity in the preparation and presentation 
of accounts. These Maintained Institutions also did not pre¬ 
pare complete set of accounts i.c. Receipts and payment 
Account. Income and Expenditure Account and the Balance 
Sheet 


During 1986-87.. the University of Delhi had 18 Institu¬ 
tions, Halh and Colleges which formed an integral part of 
the University according to Its statutes. The audit of accounts 
of these institutions, which was ' previously conducted by 
Chartered Accountants, was entrusted to the Comptroller 
and Auditor General of India with effect from the accounts 
for 1981-82. This Audit Report is supplcmentay to the Audit 
Report on the University of Delhi for 1986-87, isued vide 
letter No. OA.lt/2-2/DU/SAR/87-88/385-88 dated 29-12-87. 
The supplementary Audit Report on the University of Delhi 
was necessitated due to non-submission of consolidated 
accounts of the Maintained Institutes in lino and alongwith 
the accounts of the University. 

The Maintained Institutions are mainly financed from tht 
grants received from the Government of India, the University 
Grants Commission and the University of Delhi. Other 
sources of receipts of these institutions are fees realised from 
students, rent of building, hostels and receipts from auxiliary 
services. A summary of receipts and payments of these

The College of Vocational Studies staled in July 1989 that 
the amount had been adjusted in 1987-88 account but the 
necessary verification could not be done by audit as the rele¬ 
vant records were stated to have been sent by the College to 
the "Fact finding committco’ appointed by its Governing Body 
in connection with some inquiry. Desh Bandhu College 
(Eve) stated (July-1989) that efforts were being made to 
ascertain the breakup of the figures both year-wise and item- 
wise. Desh Bandhu College (Day) intimated that the 
amount of Rs. 0.98 lakhs pertained to stale cheques, but the 
itemwise, year-wise details were not available with it- Gwyer 
Hall intimated that the liability related to the pending elec¬ 
tricity bills for the year 1984-85 and'would be cleared on the 
availability of additional funds from the University. The 
School of Corrcspondance Courses stated (July 1989) that 
the liability had been brought down from Rs. 0.87 lakhs to 
0.05 lakhs as on 31-3-1988, Dayal Singh College (Day) 
stated (in June 1989) that the amount of Rs. 0.21 lakhs 
pertained to unclaimed cheques foi the period 1976-77 to 
1986-87 and the matter regarding the write off of the amount 
was to be placed before the Governing Body.

On verification of the records of the Gwyer Hall It was 
noticed that a sum of Rs. 705 was recovered in 1986-81 
but not adjusted in the accounts till July 89. In case or 
Jubilee Hall a sum of Rs. 10026 had since been recovered 
in 1987.88 and the balance amount was yet to be recovered. 
Dayal Singh College (Day) stated that an amount of Rs. 1.01 
lakh had been adjusted in the accounts 1987-88. Out of 
Rs. 0.62 lakhs pertaining to Miranda House it was stated 
that an amount of Rs. 0.59 lakh had since been recovered, 
but the details thereof were not made aviaiaWe to audit.

The 18 Maintained Institutions, Halls and Colleges, of 
Delhi University had consolidated asset) Worth Its, 694-Tj 
lakhs. The correctness of these figures regarding .the value 
shown in the respective Balance Sheet could not he verified 
in Audit as some of the institutions namely, Miranda House; 
School of Correspondence and Continuing Education, Desh 
Bandhu College (Day) U.C.M.S.; V.P.C.I., Jubilee Hall 

and Gwyer Hall did not even maintain the Register of fixed 
assets while in the case of others the progressive totals 
of various assets had not been struck off,

Miranda House College stated (July 1989) that out- of 
Ks. 0.27 lakhs front College accoUht a SUm Of Rs. 0.21' 
lakhs had been realised, leaving a balance of Rs, 0.06 lakh. In 
case of Miranda House Hotel Account out of Rs. 0.09 lakh a 
sum of Rs. 0.06 lakh had been realised leaving a balance 
of Rs. 0.03 lakh. 

Advances amounting to Rs. 0.25 lakhs relating to Desh 
Bandhu College (Day) had been adjusted in the Accounts 
for 1987-88.

In the case of Vallabbhai Patel Chest Institute it was 
noticed that Rs. 1,60,750 paid to Delhi Electric Supply 
Undertaking towards security for permanent connect ion of 
staff quarters at Dhaka was debited to the final head of 
account agianst the work* expenditure instead of showing 
it distinctly under the ‘Security and Advances’ an new** 
side of Balance Sheet, (ii) similarly, advance payment of 
Rs. 30,000.00 to the University Epgitieer by the YgUaWWial 
Patel Chest Institute for obtaining Permanent connection 
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for staff quarters was laso debited to final head of account 
instead of showing it under the Head ‘Advances' on assets 
side ,pf Balance Sheet. 

The Institute stated (June 19891 that the amount of 
R*. 1,60,750.00 would be written hack from the final head 
anj debited to be head ‘Permanent Security' and shown 
as such in the current year’s Accounts and that the amount 
of Rs. 30000.00 would be adjusted in 1989-90 account*. 


3.10 Unapproved expenditure suspense 

Jp the case of Ram Lai Anand College (Day) a sum of 
Rs. 1.99 lakhs was shown under the head unapproved 
expenditure Suspense in the Balance Sheet. This represented 
expenditure incurred by the Colleae on various items towards 
meeting hospitality expenses and conveyance expenses etc. 
pertaining to the period 1972-73 to 1983-84 as per year

Accounting of transactions of which final classification 
was known to the College, under the ‘Suspense Head’ pending 
regularisation by UGC was not in conformity with the 
accepted principles of accounting especially when the entpimt 
in- question had been lying In '-suspense head from 19/2-73 
to 1983-84. 


The University stated (July 1989) that the College has 
obtained the approval of the UGC for an expenditure of 
Rs. 45,895.05 in 1987-88 and the efforts were underway 
to get approval for the remaining amount. 


2.11 Dayal Singh College (Day)—Assets written off 

(Rs. 54,488.33) 

An amount of Rs. 54,488.33 which represented unservioe- 
able and irreparable stores during the year 1986-87 were 
required to bo shown as (—) balance below the total 
value of assets both under ‘Capital Fund’ and under ‘Atoets’ 
of the balance sheet for 1986-87. On physical verification 
of the matter it was found that the college had made 
the necessary adjustment in 1987-88 accounts. However the 
sale proceeds of such assets on its disposal were not reflected 
in the Income and Expenditure Account. 

3. Other irregularities 

3.1 Surplus Funds under CPF Accounts Rs. 9,08 lakhs 

(a) After the introduction of the Pension Scheme from 
1983-84 employees had the option to switch over to pension 
scheme and the erstwhile liability of the employer (College) 
of making a matching contribution to CPF and interest 
evepy yegr in respect of such employees had been dispensed 
with. Besides, the amount of contributions already made 
bv the college in the post was to be treated as 'Revenue 
Receipt' of the College and refunded to the U.G.C. or adjusted 
from future grant. It was however, noticed that the said 
amount had not been refunded to U.G.C. Consequently, 
surplus funds remained locked with the Colleges in their 
C.P.F. Account since 1983-84 onwards despite being pointed 
out by Audit as per details given below :—
